RESTLER OF THE MONTH 


KERRY VON ERICH 


HE EDITORS OF Sports Review Wrestling anticipated 
a difficult task when it came time to pick this issue's 
“Wrestler of the Month.” A veritable feast of wrestling 
cards was offered on Thanksgiving, including the NWA’s 
Starreade, the WWF's inaugural Survivor Series, plus big 
shows in the AWA, World Class, and Continental areas. 

Nearly every major star in the sport was in action on 
Thanksgiving Day, and many of them performed with 
distinction: Ric Flair won the NWA World title; Dusty 
Rhodes won the U.S. title; Nikita Koloff won the unified 
NWA/UWEF TV belt; Andre the Giant was the sole survi- 
vor in the main event of the Survivor Series; Kevin Von 
Erich won a non-title Texas death match against WCCW 
champion Al Perez. 

But, as it turned out, picking a winner wasn’t difficult at 
all. Oddly enough, it wasn't any of these men. 

Years from now, when people look back on November 
1987, the event that will stand out is Kerry Von Erich's 
miraculous return to professional wrestling. Kerry, who 
was seriously injured in a motorcycle accident nearly 17 
months earlier, returned to the ring on November 21 in 
Miami Beach and made his Dallas homecoming on 
Thanksgiving Day. Incredibly, the day before the Dallas 
match, Kerry teamed with his brother Kevin to win the 
World Class tag team championship from Brian Adias and 
Frank Lancaster. 

“! remember back in June 1986 when we first heard 
about the accident,” said Editor-in-Chief Stu Saks. “From 
the very start, Kerry insisted that he’d come back to 
wrestle. | thought he was out of his mind. The man came 
within an inch of dying, was practically a cripple, and he 
was Claiming he’d come back. Preposterous! But he did it.” 

“My reaction exactly,” added Assistant Editor Dave 
Rosenbaum, “I covered the story from the start, and the 
impression | got was that Kerry would be on crutches for 
the rest of his life. I talked to the doctors and the police at 
the scene of the accident, and they all said Kerry was 
lucky he wasn’t killed. If he hadn't been wearing a wetsuit 
[he had been water-skiing earlier in the day], the injuries 
would have been more serious.” 

“The Modern-Day Warrior,” a former NWA World 
champion, wasn’t supposed to return until Thanksgiving, 
but demanded that World Class promoters include him on 
the “Von Erichs Over America” tour stop in Miami Beach. 
Kerry teamed with Kevin to defeat Adias and The Iron 
Sheik when Kevin leveled Sheik with a spectacular drop- 
kick while Kerry pinned Adias. 

Earlier in the day, the mayor of nearby Pembrooke 
Pines, Florida, gave Kerry and Kevin the key to the city 
for their work against drug abuse. “The entire day was 
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unforgettable,” said Kerry. “It all reaffirmed in my mind 
that there’s nothing I'd rather do than be a professional 
wrestler.” 

Part II of Kerry's comeback week took place in Shreve- 
port, Louisiana, when Kerry and Kevin won the tag belts 
from Adias and Lancaster. The champions were heavy 
favorites going into the match because Kerry and Kevin 
still had not perfected their timing. “T'll be the first to 
admit that we were still trying to get our act together,” 
said Kevin. “I don’t think we could’ve beaten them if we 
weren't brothers. We just naturally click.” 

Part I[l—and the most emotional part of the come- 
back—came the following evening in Dallas’ Reunion Are- 
na. This was a special moment for Kerry because he feels 
particularly close to his Dallas fans. “You can wrestle all 
around the world in the most exotic countries,” said Ker- 
ry, “and that's all very exciting, but there’s. nothing like 
doing it for your hometown fans. Those are the people ~ 
that really love you.” 

Kerry faced a double challenge in Dallas. Before he 
wrestled Adias, he had to take on The Thing, a vicious 
brawler on a mission to kill. The Thing entered the ring 
with his handler, Killer Brooks, and Brooks’ manager, 
Percy Pringle. Kerry wasn’t intimidated. He knocked 
Brooks out of the ring, slugged The Thing, and discus- 
punched Pringle. Kerry then disposed of The Thing by 
whipping him with The Thing's own chain and applying 
the iron claw to his stomach for the pin. 

The comeback wasn’t official, however, until Kerry 
walked to the ring for his showdown with Adias. The 
crowd gave him a standing ovation and Kerry responded 
by making short work of Adias. He used a discus punch to 
floor Adias before covering him for the pin. Kerry re- 
turned to the dressing room and was given another 
ovation. 

“Adias was one of the reasons | wanted to come back 
so badly,” said Kerry. “After the way he turned his back 
on my family, I wasn’t going to let him get away with it, 
but I think Kevin and | taught him a lesson this week. 
First we took his title away, then I gave him and his 
buddies a beating. That made all of the pain I went 
through worthwhile.” 

Kerry’s comeback still isn't complete. He must prove 
that his injured body can sustain the rigors of wrestling 
night after night. Doctors have warned that Kerry is still in 
danger of suffering a serious, career-threatening injury. But 
he’s already overcome so much. He's an inspiration to all 
who follow wrestling.

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RATINGS ANALYSIS 


Every month, this column will tell fans how we go about 
rating more than 150 wrestlers in 14 different categories. It is 
a behind-the-scenes look at the most important—and 
respected—ratings system in the sport. This column is vital 
reading for all wrestling fans. 


Somebody out there doesn’t like us. Or at least doesn’t agree with 
us. We've been getting a lot of mail lately, and not much of it has 
been favorable. 

Let’s start things off with a letter from Christopher McGlothlin of 
Radford, Virginia: “| have a suggestion that would greatly improve 
the quality of the ratings. The ‘Most Popular’ and ‘Most Hated’ 
categories should be dropped because they are meaningless. It 
doesn’t matter how popular or hated a wrestler is. Hulk Hogan and 
George Steele are both loved while Ric Flair and Danny Davis are 

both hated, but look at the differ- 

ence in their levels of success. 

Flair and other ‘hated’ wrestlers 
} enjoy healthy fan followings. The 

ratings are also far too biased to- 

ward the NWA and WWF, and 
they receive far too much cover- 
age as it is. Dropping those cate- 
gories would open up space that 
could be used to rate two smaller 
promotions. Some of the best 
wrestling today takes place in 

| smaller organizations. _ Rating 
those areas would show a much 
better picture of what's going on 
in the sport.” 

Now on to more letters. “It’s always fascinating to me how your 
magazine always manages to get in a little dig at Hulk Hogan no 
matter what,” writes Mike Facciani of Johnstown, Pennsylvania. 
“Even though you rated ‘The Hulkster’ number one this month 
[January 1988], it seems to be with some reluctance, and | don't 
understand it, 

“What the heck do you mean you should ‘start the ratings at 
number two this month because nobody deserves to be number 
one?’ Hogan damn well deserves it, because whether you like it or 
not he is the greatest wrestler in the sport! Face it, nobody can beat 
him, not Andre the Giant, Flair, Randy Savage, Luger, or anyone else 
you can name. 

“Besides, it's far more impressive for a champion to win a title 
and keep it than it is to lose a title and regain it like Flair has done. 
Hogan stands so far above everyone else in wrestling, | don’t know 
how you could even consider someone else for the top spot in the 
Top 10. But the way your crazy ratings go sometimes, and consider- 
ing your partiality toward the NWA, I’m surprised you didn’t rank 
Flair number one even without the World title.” 

Strong words, but Mike wasn’t in the minority. “When you guys 
make up the ratings,” writes Earle Brown of Mid: ‘etown, New York, 
“look at the way titles change hands and stop giving top billing to a 
guy who cheats, uses technicalities, and needs the help of three or 
four other wrestlers to subdue opponents or future opponents. 
Hogan doesn’t use any of these means.” 

“Please give the fans your reasoning for your obvious bias against 
Hulk Hogan and favoritism toward Flair,” writes Phil Ewan of New- 
burgh, New York. “Your magazine seems to totally disregard Flair’s 
tarnished victories and the dishonor he brings to his title defenses.

We need an explanation from you, What lock does Flair have on 
you guys? Does he own part of the magazine? Maybe he slips you 
guys some good ol’ cash! The Hogan fans want an explanation.” 

You asked for an explanation, so you'll get it. The Hogan fans can 
be awfully blind sometimes. They'll disregard that he defends the 
belt only three or four times a month. Flair has held the NWA 
World title for most of the past six years, He defends the belt more 
times in one month than Hogan does in several. And although Flair 
has a tendency to cheat, he’s a fine scientific wrestler, perhaps the 
finest today—don't discount the “inherent skill” factor in the ratings 
criteria, either. 

Flair regained the belt from Ronnie Garvin at Starrcade ‘87 without 
cheating. Flair fought hard and fair and showed off his vast skills. 
And although he didn’t return to the top spot with his victory— 
Hogan is still number one—he'll be there soon if he maintains a 
heavy schedule of title defenses. 


Who’s number one? For now, The Road Warriors own the top spot 
in the tag team ratings. Hawk and Animal's won-lost record for 
November was nearly flawless, as it always is. Their quality of oppo- 

sition was top-notch, And there's 

no denying the incredible skills of 

“The Legion of Doom.” But they 

were unable to win the NWA 

World tag team belts from Tully 

Blanchard and Arn Anderson at 

Starrcade ‘87—even though they 

appeared to have the pin before 

getting disqualified in a controver- 
sial decision—leading many to 
1 feel they no longer deserved to 
be rated number one. And Strike 

Force, the WWF World tag” 

champs, are also impressing peo- 

ple with their high-flying style and 
willingness to take on all comers. 

Undoubtedly, the Warriors are on 

shaky ground; in fact, several edi- 
tors gave their first-place yotes this month to Anderson and Blan- 
chard. The majority is still with the Warriors, but if they don’t win a 
major title soon they could be in trouble.

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LARRY ZBYSZKO 


ARRY ZBYZSKO’S NAME is 

synonymous with infamy. Over 
the last 15 years, the S’Ill”, 248- 
pounder has parlayed a parade of con- 
temptible actions in the WWF, NWA, 
and AWA into a new standard for 
disgracefulness. Currently, the NWA is 
undergoing yet another onslaught by 
the Pittsburgh native. 

But Zbyszko was not always so hat- 
ed. When he rose through the WWF 
ranks in the early ’70s, he was touted 
as the successor to his teacher, trainer, 
and mentor, Bruno Sammartino. The 
two men, however, had a violent fall- 
ing out, and Zbyszko, out of disrespect 
to the former two-time WWF champi- 
on, began touting himself as the “‘New 
Living Legend.” Their war culminated 
in an August 9, 1980, cage match that 
drew over 40,000 fans to New York’s 
Shea Stadium, a remarkable figure in 
the pre-WrestleMania era. . 

After failing to defeat his mentor, 
Zbyszko left, first for the Georgia re- 
gion, and later for the AWA. Along 
the way he acquired a knowledge of 
the martial arts to back up his already 
impressive arsenal of scientific and 
brawling skills. His talk segment, 
“Larry Zbyszko’s Corner,” outraged 
fans, officials, and wrestlers alike. His 
management of Curt Hennig (which 
some would say was wholly constituted 
of handing Hennig a roll of coins) 
helped Hennig defeat Nick Bockwinkel 
for the AWA World title. But, Zbys- 
zko, unsatisfied with advising and 
looking to wrestle again full-time, left 
for the NWA. 
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Larry Zbyszko’s 15-year career has taken him to the WWF, the NWA, and the AWA. Now 
the veteran sadist is in the NWA and UWF, where he plans to go after UWF heavyweight 
champion Steve Williams—and he has the tools to get the job done. 


Zbyszko surprised many observers 
of the mat scene by showing up in the 
NWA with Baby Doll, who had been 
out of the sport for some time. His 
early matches in the NWA have seen 
Zbyszko live up to his reputation: a 
little sweet science, some hard brawl- 
ing, and a bit of strategic stalling—plus 
a new ingredient: some timely interfer- 
ence by Baby Doll. 


Other top NWA wrestlers must now 
Jigure Zbyszko into their plans, wheth- 
er as ally or enemy, Seasoned obsery- 
ers expect him to quickly become a 
dominant force, and that was the’ main 
theme of an interview he granted to 
Sports Review Wrestling Assistant Edi- 
tor Gian Trotta in a Manhattan Hotel 
prior to a bout against Kevin Sullivan 
in Long Island’s Nassau Coliseum. 


: Welcome to New York, Larry. I 


know this town must have many 
memories for you, some good, 
some painful .. . 


: Pain? You’re trying to talk to me 


about pain? What was your last 
encounter with that exquisite sensa- 
tion? A bad paper cut? Who are 
you to talk about it? 

I wasn’t referring to physical pain, 
actually, but more the pain of 
memory. Coming back to a town 
where you lost some tough match- 
es. Right down the street in Madi- 
son Square Garden, for example, 
right over the river at Shea... 


: You mean the pain of being 


: Some observers say that 


robbed by a bunch of senile offi- 
cials who let their judgment be af- 
fected by a bunch of stupid, un- 
washed fans? That doesn’t matter, 
because I succeeded in destroying a 
legend, and thus became a legend 
myself. But I’ve moved on to big- 
ger and better things, so you’d bet- 
ter start asking some better 
questions.

you’ve had a very successful career, 
you’ve never been able to win the 


big matches. Except for a brief 
stint as co-holder of the WWF tag 
team title with Tony Garea back in 
1979, you haven’t really won any 
major titles. Do you expect to have 
a better chance in the NWA? 


: What do you mean no titles? What 


do: you call the Georgia National 
title that I held in 1983? 

I was talking about titles won fair 
and square, not one that you 
bought from Killer Brooks for 
$25,000. 


: A straight business transaction. I 


successfully defended the belt for 
several weeks, by the way, before 
the idiot NWA commissioners de- 
cided to strip me of the belt. 


: Why have you decided to return to 


the NWA now? 


: One goes wherever there’s a chal- 


lenge, where the competition is 
toughest, and the opportunities are 
best. That’s why I’m here. It seems 
that so-called “legends” grow on 
trees here. But I don’t think any of 


the current champions can match 
up to me, not in experience, and 
certainly not in wrestling knowl- 
edge. I can brawl, I can wrestle 
scientifically, and I’m a master of 
the martial arts. I am accompanied 
by a woman as beautiful as she is 


crafty, Baby Doll. If that’s not a 


“total wrestling package,’’ I don’t 
know what is. 


: Well, the NWA already has a “‘to- 


tal package”’ in Lex Luger, and a 
legend of sorts in U.S. champion 
Dusty Rhodes. Any thoughts on ei- 
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ther of them? 

: Plenty. Dusty Rhodes—if he’s a 
legend, then I’ve come back just in 
the nick of time. I plan not only to 
take that blowhard’s title, but to 
rid the wrestling world of his blub- 
bery presence. I have him figured 
out from every angle, and he'll 
never be able to figure out my 
style. He knows very little about 
me. I know a great deal about 
him. You insult me by mentioning 
us in the same sentence. 

: What about Luger, who recently 
had a falling out with The Four 
Horsemen? 

: Well, young Luger’s shown that 
he’s not up to the high standards 
of the Horsemen. But instead of 


working on perfecting himself with 
the aid of wrestling experts like Ric 
Flair and Tully Blanchard, he de- 
cided to move out on his own. Big 
mistake. Without them he’s in a lot 


of trouble, because he’s never 
stood on his own before. Now he’ll 
face his real test, and the boy has 
made some enemies in his time. 
He’ll have to get by on his strength 
alone, and I don’t think he can do 
it. Ask me again in 10 years, if 
Luger’s still around. I don’t think 
he’ll last on his own. Not like me. 
: Funny you should say that. | 
mean, there are rumors that you’ve 
been approached by J.J. Dillon 
with an offer to act as a kind of

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interim fourth Horseman. Any 
truth to that? 


: Where the hell do you get your 


information? Whoever told you 
that should have his legs broken! 
It’s not true! They might need me, 
but I sure don’t need them. I’m 
man enough to stand on my own! 


: But you have Baby Doll as your 


constant companion. Or do you 
just need her because she was once 
Dusty Rhodes’ valet and you’re 
trying to pump her for all the in- 
formation you can before Rhodes 
gives you a title shot? Would you 
have enlisted her services 
otherwise? 


: How much is Rhodes paying you 


to ask these questions? He’ll find 
out soon enough what’s in store 
for him ... as for Baby Doll, 
well, just take one look at her and 
that’s one very good reason to 
keep her around. You’re probably 
still eating your heart out that she’s 
not here for you to drool over. But 
at this particular moment, I don’t 
need her. Baby Doll has a lot go- 
ing for her—she’s classy, brassy, 
and she knows a lot of the wres- 
tlers’ strengths and weaknesses. 


: So Baby Doll... 
: I see that the only difference be- 


tween you and the rest of the stu- 
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pid fans is that you don’t pay to 
see the matches and have a type- 
writer. You, the public, and every- 
one else would like to know all the 
details about me and Baby Doll, 
but you're just going to have to 
wonder about certain things. Just 
put aside your filthy thoughts and 
consider this: Isn’t it an advantage 
having an intelligent observer who’s 
familiar with just about every other 
wrestlers’ strategy in your corner? 
Doesn’t an intelligent second pair 
of eyes double one’s strategic 
capabilites? 


: I guess so. But how could you call 


her interference ‘‘strategic’’ in any 
sense of the word? 


: Again, you are mistaken. If other 


wrestlers allow themselves to be 
distracted by her great beauty, then 
that’s their problem. I’m the last 
man in the world with whom they 
should let their attention wander. 
Ask any other wrestler who they’d 
least like to face, and the answer 
will be, ‘Larry Zbyszko!”’ 


: Well, I suppose you’d know better 


than me, Larry. 


: In every respect, buddy, “in every 


respect. And that’s Mr. Zbyszko— 
to you and everyone else. 


: Except Baby Doll, I assume?

HAUN SIMPSON ARRIVED in

Shaun’s first title came when he 
joined brother Steve in capturing the 
World Class tag team title on August 
7 from Frank Lancaster and Eric Em- 
bry. Like many brother teams (Scott 
and Steve Armstrong, for exaniple, 
or Kevin and Kerry Von Erich), the 
two Simpsons displayed uncanny 
teamwork in the ring. Their style 
combined the best elements of sci- 
entific wrestling, aerial ability, and 
straight-ahead slugging. Many critics 
were surprised by the Simpsons’ 
abilites; some even became con- 
vinced that the Simpsons would 
hold the title for a long, long, time. 

And the fact that they were both 
young, good-looking, and _person-

| eo WEAINT J3FEAAND, Laity 
Hennig and Verne Gagne were 
the two main powers in the AWA.

Those days are over. Hennig and 
Gagne are much older now, far be- 
yond the peak of their wrestling 
abilities. It’s been several years 
since they've wrestled competitive- 
ly. When they left the ring for the 
final time, both men left behind 
outstanding careers. 

It's sad, then, and very unfortu- 
nate, that some people can’t put the 
past behind them. One would think 
Gagne and Hennig could fondly 
look back on their careers with jus- 
tifiable pride. But as they grow old- 
er, Hennig and Gagne grow more

bitter. And this bitterness has affect- 
ed their sons, Curt Hennig and 
Greg Gagne. 

Curt, a brilliant scientific wrestler 
and former tag team partner with 
Greg, did what his father never 
could last May when he defeated 
Nick Bockwinkel for the World title. 
Ironically, the modern-day version 
of the Gagne-Hennig feud now 
takes place in a role reversal: 
Hennig is the champion, Gagne the 
top challenger. 

By any measure, this is an out- 
standing feud. As former partners, 
Gagne and Hennig know each oth- 
er's moves perfectly. And although 
they are both outstanding scientific

wrestlers, Hennig has adopted a 
rulebreaking style since he took on 
Larry Zbyszko as his adviser last 
year (Zbyszko has since moved on 
to the NWA). Gagne, appalled by 
Hennig’s sudden change, vowed to 
teach Curt a lesson. Hennig snick- 
ered at Gagne and insisted that he 
doesn't have what it takes to win 
the World championship. 

Yet there is a darker side to this 
war. Larry Hennig and Verne 
Gagne refuse to sit back and watch 
their sons wrestle. Instead of letting 
Curt and Greg write a new chapter 
in the Hennig-Gagne family feud, 
they insist on joining in. The fathers

vivor Series were designed to 
see the survival of the fittest, but 
they also demonstrated the survival 
of the smartest. Given the unique 
format of a 10-man (or 10-team) elim- 
ination match, individual effort took 
a backseat to teamwork and 
continuity. 

The biggest survivors of all were 
undoubtedly that unique combina- 
tion of brain and brawn that is Bob- 
by Heenan and Andre the Giant. The 
two men successfully adapted their 


game plan to the rules and condi- 
tions of the five-on-five main event 
match, using teammates One Man 
Gang, King Kong Bundy, Rick Rude, 
and Butch Reed to neutralize Hulk 
Hogan and waiting for the right time 
to strike. 

When Andre and Hogan met mid- 
way through the match, the two 
men exchanged ring-shaking blows 
for about 30 seconds, until Hogan 
backed Andre—or (brilliant strategy 
at work?) the Giant let himself be 
backed—into the corner where 


Bundy and Gang were waiting. 
Bundy then grabbed Hogan’s leg 
and pulled him from the ring. Ho- 
gan forgot all about Andre and 
bodyslammed Bundy. But before he 
could get back into the ring, One 
Man Gang came over and attacked 
Hogan; he was also bodyslammed 
for his pains. But though Hogan had 
bested three of the toughest men in 
wrestling, he had been counted out 
of the match. 

Was the attack planned by 
Heenan? Probably. Through a piece 


WrestleMania IV? 
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of cannily engineered strategy, Ho- 
gan was declared a loser in one of 
the biggest WWF cards of the year. 

Indeed, given that wrestling is as 
much psychological as it is physical, 
Heenan proved to be Hogan’s mas- 
ter in the mental portion of the 
sport. A champion—particularly a 
world champion as visible as Ho- 
gan—should not allow himself to be 
taken advantage of in such a blatant 
fashion. Perhaps it was the frustra- 
tion of such a defeat that led to Ho- 
gan’s contemptible postmatch attack 
on the victorious Andre—an attack 
that was launched from behind the 
Giant’s back! Is this any way for a 
champion to act? You'd better be- 
lieve it isn’t. 

And that’s the genius of Heenan’s 


strategy. Hogan has been placed off- 
balance. He is on the defensive. And 
a champion on the defensive is but 
One step away from losing his title. 
No doubt Heenan and Andre are 
looking to take that final step at 
WrestleMania IV. 

But the Andre-Hogan confronta- 
tion was just one of the day’s high- 
lights. Three more bouts in the Sur- 
vivor Series highlighted the very best 
that the WWF has to offer: 

In the tag team match, The Killer 
Bees and The Young Stallions (Paul 
Roma and Jim Powers) outsmarted 
and outwrestled The Islanders and 
The Dream Team (Dino Bravo and 
Greg Valentine). 

In the women’s match, The Jump- 
ing Bomb Angels’ precision team- 


work and pure scientific and aerial 
skills allowed them to beat WWF 
women’s tag champs Lelani Kai and 
Judy Martin. 

Perhaps the only truly disappoint- 
ing moment of the card came when 
Intercontinental champion The Hon- 
ky Tonk Man elected to walk out of 
the ring rather than face a three-on- 
one situation against Rick Steamboat, 
Jake Roberts, and Randy Savage. The 
act was cowardly, particularly in the 
face of Bam Bam Bigelow’s later 
three-on-one showing against Gang, 
Bundy, and Andre. 

On the pages that follow, Sports 
Review Wrestling is proud to present 
a close look at the four matches that 
made up a remarkable day on the 
WWF calendar: the Survivor Series! 
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RANDY SAVAGE, RICK STEAMBOAT, BRUTUS BEEFCAKE, JAKE ROBERTS, & 
HACKSAW DUGGAN vs. HONKY TONK MAN, HARLEY RACE, HERCULES HERNANDEZ, 
RON BASS, & DANNY DAVIS 

The first match of the night had 10 men on two teams, but only one feud with major 
significance: Randy ‘‘Macho Man” Savage vs. The Honky Tonk Man, who acted as 
captains of their respective teams. The other eight men in the ring could not obscure 
the hatred felt between the current and former Intercontinental champions. Harley 
Race and Hacksaw Duggan may have had their differences, but since they were the 
first two wrestlers eliminated, the focus was clearly on the former (Savage) and current 
(Honky Tonk) Intercontinental champions. 

1. Bass whips Savage across the ring. It was Beefcake who pinned and eliminated 
Bass after a knee to the face. Bass has not had much success since coming over from 
the NWA. For his part, however, Beefcake has done well since becoming a fan 
favorite. 

2. Honky Tonk, applying an armbar on Beefcake, would later suffer the embarrass- 
ment of deserting in the face of danger. 

3. Steamboat comes at Hernandez with a high chop. It's remarkable that Steamboat 
= and Savage were on the same team only six months after their violent feud culminated 

= at WrestleMania Ill. Alliances can shift very quickly in this sport! 

4, Hercules catches Beefcake in a headlock. After being weakened by Hernandez, 
Beefcake was pinned by Honky Tonk; Hernandez would be eliminated by Savage with 
an off-the-top-rope elbowsmash. 

5. Race gives Steamboat a shoulderbreaker. Although he’s not as fine a wrestler as 
he once was, Race is still formidable, and demonstrated so in this bout. 

6. Savage and Steamboat beckon Honky Tonk to come back to the ring. Honky 
Tonk bailed out after refusing to be on the short end of a three-on-one against Savage, 
Steamboat, and Roberts. 

Savage’s team won, but Honky Tonk had the last word of the night. He insisted that 
no one had beaten him; after all, he wasn’t pinned and he still had the Intercontinental 
belt. He also took the opportunity to challenge Hulk Hogan to a title vs. title match, a 
challenge it is unlikely that Hogan will soon accept considering all his problems with 
Andre the Giant. 


FABULOUS MOOLAH, VELVET McINTYRE, THE JUMPING BOMB 
ANGELS, & ROCKIN’ ROBIN vs. SHERRI MARTEL, LELANI KAI, JUDY 
MARTIN, DONNA CHRISTANTELLO, & DAWN MARIE 

It was a clash of champions past and present as current WWF 
women’s titlist “‘Sensational’’ Sherri Martel faced off against former 
champ Fabulous Moolah. Included on Moolah’s team was a dynamic 
team from Japan, The Jumping Bomb Angels (Itsuki Yamazaki and 
Noriyo Tateno). Martel’s team featured the WWF women’s tag team 
champions, The Glamour Girls (Lelani Kai and Judy Martin). 

1. Mcintyre tries a forward roll on Kai. It was a move with which she 
used to pin Christantello and Martel, but couldn’t get Kai. Mcintyre is 
herself a former WWF women’s tag team champion. 

2. Yamazaki goes for the flying bodypress on Kai. The Angels 
surprised and delighted many with their superb technical skills, which 
serve them well in the intense Japanese women’s mat wars. 

3. Mcintyre attempts to roll Martin into a Boston crab. Mcintyre was 
pinned by Kai, a former WWF women’s champ who lost the belt to 
Wendi Richter at WrestleMania |. 

4. Yamazaki dropkicks Martel, who was pinned by Mcintyre. *‘Sensa- 
tional’ Sherri dominated women’s wrestling in the AWA before she 
became the top woman in the WWF. 

5. Martin lifts up Moolah for a suplex.. Moolah is still unaccustomed 
to being just another contender. Her title reign of nearly 30 years was 
one of the greatest streaks in sports history. 

6. Yamazaki sets Martel up for a double-underhook suplex. Some of 
the moves the Japanese women executed were stunningly complex 
and effective. 

The 20-minute contest concluded when Tateno pinned Martin as 
Yamazaki dropkicked Jimmy Hart (who was managing Kai and Martin) 
off the ring apron. The Angels have added a great deal of excitement 
to the American women’s wrestling scene. 


STRIKE FORCE, THE BRITISH BULLDOGS, THE YOUNG 
STALLIONS, THE KILLER BEES, & THE ROUGEAUS vs. 
THE HART FOUNDATION, THE DREAM TEAM, THE 
BOLSHEVIKS, THE ISLANDERS, & DEMOLITION 

Perhaps the most action-filled matchup of the eve- 
ning was the tag team bout. Both members of a team 
had to be on special alert, because if one man was 
pinned or submitted, the other was also eliminated. 

1. Jim Powers of the Stallions suplexes Greg Valen- 
tine. The Stallions surprised many by staying in the 
match as long as they did. They appear to have a 
promising future together. Valentine and Dino Bravo, 
on the other hand, were making one of their last ap- 
pearances together as The Dream Team. 

2. Strike Force’s team celebrates as Tito Santana 
eliminates Boris Zukhov after a flying forearm. Zukhov 
and Nikolai Volkoff were the first ones out. Not too long 
ago, the WWF was known as a graveyard for tag team 
wrestling, but the situation has improved dramatically. 

3. Jim Brunzell lifts Brett Hart up for a slam. Islander 
Tama dropkicked Hart in the back, allowing Hart to 
attempt a pin on Brunzell, but Brunzell reversed the 
move and got the pin. The Bees,and the Stallions 
became the survivors when B. Brian Blair pinned Tama 
with a sunset flip off the top rope. © 

4. Bravo runs Powers into Jim Neidhart’s boot. Bravo 
had to leave after Powers’ partner, Paul Roma, pinned 
Valentine. The Hart Foundation wanted desperately to 
rebound from losing the tag team title by winning the 
Survivor Series, but some well-prepared wrestlers 
spoiled their efforts. 

5. Santana and Zukhov begin the match. Santana’s 
career was rejuvenated when he and Rick Martel 
formed Strike Force. Both men had experience as tag 
champions with other partners, so a Strike Force cham- 
pionship was almost inevitable. However, they were the 
second team out on their side. 

The big winners in this match were The Young Stal- 
lions. Prior to the Survivor Series, they had been 
known as a talented, but lightly regarded, team. Now 
they’re a pair that must be considered for title shots. 


HULK HOGAN, BAM BAM BIGELOW, PAUL ORNDORFF, KEN 
PATERA, & MAGNIFICENT MURACO vs. ANDRE THE GIANT, KING 
KONG BUNDY, ONE MAN GANG, RICK RUDE, & BUTCH REED 

There was enormous anticipation for this match as everyone 
prepared for a WrestleMania Ill-style showdown between Hulk Ho- 
gan and Andre the Giant. Indeed, the big question before the bout 
was: Would Hogan and Andre be the last two men in the ring? 

1. Orndorff lets fly with an elbowsmash on Rude, who is held 
back by Muraco. The Orndortf-Rude feud has centered around the 
dispute over who has the best body in the WWF. Orndorff had 
Rude up for a piledriver, but Rude got the pin—thanks to Bundy’s 
interference. 

2. Patera puts Gang off-balance with a bodypress. Gang, who 
pinned Patera following a clothesline, was one of the last three 
men in the ring. 

3. Hogan aims a fist at Rude after Orndorff tags out. Notice 
Oliver Humperdink, manager of Orndorff and Bigelow, at ringside. 
In addition to helping his men, Humperdink was there to counter- 
act the influence of Bobby Heenan, who had three of his men 
(Andre, Bundy, and Rude) in the match. 

4. Andre pounds Bigelow unmercifully. Bigelow, not Hogan, was 
the final representative of his team (Hogan was counted out of the 
ring); the Giant eventually pinned him with a vertical suplex. 

5. A stunningly agile big man, Bigelow dropkicks Bundy, whom 
he pinned with an over-the-top-rope vault. Bigelow displayed a fine 
effort as he went solo against Bundy, Gang, and Andre in the final 
minutes. 

6. Andre barely has. time to celebrate his victory when Hogan 
charges the ring and smashes him in the head with the champion- 
ship belt. Hogan interruped Andre during his moment of glory, 
leaving him open to charges of being a sore loser.

Starrcade ‘87 was a glorious 
day for the wrestling fan as well.

CST—the first 
time a Starrcade card was held in 
the afternoon—the NWA’s most 
important show of the year provid- 
ed non-stop action and memora- 
ble excitement. 

Rick Steiner, Eddie Gilbert, 
and Larry Zbyszko (with Baby 
Doll) vs. Sting, Michael Hayes, 
and Jim Garvin (with Precious). 
The highlight of the match came 
with less than two minutes ex- 
pired when Sting dove through 
the ropes on top of Steiner, who 
was on the arena floor. It ended 


in a time-limit draw when Hayes

First, Greg got Curt in the 
sleeperhold, and it looked like he was 
finally going to get the title, when 
Larry Hennig jumped up on the ring 
apron. [ thought it was going to be 
another Hennig outside interference 
job, especially when Greg came over to 
argue with Larry.

HARLOTTE, NC: Lex Luger, who 

shocked the wrestling world 
when he turned on Arn Anderson, 
Tully Blanchard, and J.J. Dillon dur- 
ing the first Bunkhouse Stampede of 
the year in Miami Beach, told report- 
ers here that his first order of busi- 
ness is getting revenge against The 
Four Horsemen. 

“I'm my own man,” said Luger. “I 
never was a team player, but the 
Horsemen tried to make me do 
things ‘for their own gain. I’m not in 
this business to help J.J. Dillon get 
rich and famous. I’m in it for myself, 
and that means you're not gonna 
find me throwing myself over the 
ropes just so JJ. Dillon can win a 
Bunkhouse Stampede, | resent what 
they asked me to do, and I'm not 
gonna forget it.” 

Luger, Blanchard, Anderson, and 
Dillon were the only four men left in 
the Stampede when the Horsemen 
got together and Dillon told them to 
throw themselves over the ropes so 
he could win the $25,000 first prize. 
Anderson and Blanchard went over 
the ropes, but Luger refused to fol- 
low suit and tossed out Dillon. He 
was promptly attacked by Tully and 
Arn before Mike Rotundo and sever- 
al other wrestlers cleared the ring. 

“That was a great thing Lex Luger 
did,” said Dusty Rhodes, who six 
days earlier defeated Luger at 
Starrcade '87 in Chicago for the U.S. 
title. “In our match, Luger showed 
me that he can be a great wrestler 
someday if he doesn’t make the 
same mistakes, and he just got rid of 
the biggest mistake of his life.” 
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LEX LUGER 


Ric Flair, the fourth member of the 
Horsemen, reacted indignantly to 
Luger’s sudden turn. “Let me tell 
you right here and now that what 
Luger did was wrong,” said Flair. “| 
can't believe he did it, and now he's 
gonna have to pay for it. J.J. Dillon is 
the most brilliant strategist in profes- 
sional wrestling, he is the leader of 
the Horsemen, and we must protect 
our leader.” 

Despite Flair’s strong words, ru- 
mors have circulated that Flair is 
considering joining Luger. “Flair is 
very closely identified with the 
Horsemen, but there’s one thing 
about Ric—he’s an individual and he 
stands up for what's right for him,” 
said one wrestler who requested an- 
onymity. “There’s mo way he 
would’ve thrown himself over the 
ropes, either.’

ern spokesman Randy Hales. “We've 
discovered that fans are often con- 
fused about who holds what title. In 
addition, we'll now be known as the 
CWA. Hopefully, this will give us in- 
creased visibility in the wrestling 
world,” 

In the opening match, Lawler, the 
AWA Southern champ, wrestled 
Jarrett, the Mid-America champ. Af- 
ter 18 minutes, Jarrett hit Lawler wth 
five straight dropkicks but became 
overconfident and climbed the mid- 
dle rope for another dropkick. 
Lawler moved out of the way and 
Jarrett crashed to the mat, where he 
was easily pinned. The two friends 
shook hands after the match.

Then Lawler took on Fernandez, 
the International champ, in a fierce 
battle that ended when Fernandez 
was disqualified for bashing Jerry's 
left arm with a chair. Lawler’s arm 
was badly injured, but he managed 
to speak with reporters after the 
match. 

‘This is a great moment,” said 
Lawler. “Now the fans have one 
champion and I'm very proud that 
it's me. I’ve always loved the fans in 
Memphis, and this is my greatest op- 
portunity to represent them.”

ers fought hard, though outnumbered 
four-to-two, by The Young Stallions 
and The Killer Bees; Judy Martin, 
who, like Honky Tonk, is managed by 
Jimmy Hart, didn’t run when faced by 
both Jumping Bomb Angels. 

No, the Honky Tonk Man is surely 
in a class by himself. 

Hogan’s behavior was even more 
shocking because it is not the kind of 
thing that we expect from the World 
champion. But are things changing 
with ‘‘The Hulkster’’? When Hogan 
wins, it’s easy for him to be the gra- 
cious victor. But when it looks like 
another wrestler is going to enjoy the 
spotlight and the cheers of the fans, 
Hogan is not so gracious. When Andre 
won his Survivor Series match, ‘‘The 
Hulkster’” ran out of the dressing 
room quicker than you could say 
“egomania.”” He attacked the Giant 
from behind, hitting him with, of all 
things, the championship belt. Hogan 
forced the weary Giant to flee and 
grabbed the postmatch spotlight by 
force. 

Forget the disappointment of any 
fans who might have wanted to give 
Andre the cheers he deserved. Such a 
notion is apparently foreign to Hogan. 

Perhaps the cheers of the fans—and 
the incredible record he has amassed 
over four years as WWF World heavy- 
weight champion—is going to “The 
Hulkster’s’’ head. A man who preach- 
es fair play and honesty should not be 
jealously attacking a match victor from 
behind in order to bask in cheers that 
are wholly undeserved. If Hogan 
contiunues with this type of behavior, 
his popularity may begin to fade re- 
markably quickly. 

The majority of the fans cheered 
Hogan’s disgraceful act, although our 
correspondents noticed a sound they 
hadn’t heard in four years: scattered 
boos. Someday, these fans may claim 
to have been the first who woke up to 
what really makes Hogan tick. Indeed, 
what we saw at the Survivor Series 
may simply be an indication of what is 
to come in the career of Hulk Hogan. 


The Honky Tonk Man works on the arm of 
Brutus Beefcake. Later, the Intercontinental 
champion displayed his cowardice by walk- 
ing out of the ring when he faced a three- 
on-one situation. : 
“The Hulkster’s” bright yellow tights 
may more appropriately be colored 
green—for envy. We certainly hope 
that the Thanksgiving Day display was 
a one-shot affair, however, and that 
Hogan realizes the error of his actions. 

Yet for pure arrogance and egoma- 
nia, The Honky Tonk Man proved 
that he was indeed the champion. Af- 
ter turning away from his three oppo- 
nents, he granted a postmatch inter- 
view and reiterated his tired claim to 
be the greatest Intercontinental champi- 
on of all time. He proceeded to dispar- 
age Randy Savage, saying, ‘I never 
want to see you again!’’ and chal- 
lenged Hulk Hogan to a title vs. title 
match. 

Such a bout would be interesting, 
that is if either man bothers to stay in 
the ring until the end of the match, or 
neither man attemps a _ sneak-at- 
tack afterward. A cynical view, to be 
sure, but one that seems logical in the 
wake of the Survivor Series. 

We accuse Hulk Hogan and The 
Honky Tonk Man of severely damag- 
ing the reputations of their respective 
championships. We only hope that the 
damage is not irreparable. O

eyes of the fans, either—particularly 
the women. 

Unfortunately, revenge was in the 
eyes of ex-champions Embry and 
Lancaster. Steve’s vision had been 
giving him problems throughout the 
summer, and word — eventually 
reached Embry and Lancaster, who 
concentrated on punishing Steve's 


eyes in their first few title rematches. . 


The strategy paid off when, early 
in October, Steve suffered a de- 
tached retina. On the advice of his 
doctors, Steve took a four-month 
sabbatical from the ring. “What 
those two scum did to my brother 
was absolutely and hideously dis- 
graceful,” Shaun says. “Wrestling is 
violent, and you have to expect to 
get a beating in this sport. But to 
attempt to injure someone to the 
point where his livelihood—his very 
sight!—is threatened ... well, that’s 
totally another story.” 

Shaun then faced his biggest test. 
The World Class championship com- 
mittee elected not to strip the Simp- 
sons of the belts, ruling instead that 
Shaun could choose alternate part- 
ners to defend the straps. After a 
few successful defenses, Shaun and 
Skip Young dropped the belts to 
Lancaster and Brian Adias on Octo- 
ber 12. 

“| felt kind of let down,” Shaun 
says. “I’m not putting Young down at 
all—he put up a great match—but | 
feel that Steve and | could have de- 
fended the belts against all comers. 
The teamwork with Skip was awk- 
ward; | didn’t feel that way with 
Steve.” 

Rather than give in to despair, 
Shaun rebounded quickly and set 
his sights on Embry’s World Class 
junior heavyweight title. Embry and 
Simpson brawled through late-Octo- 
ber into mid-November, but Embry 
continued to hold the title. Then 
Shaun agreed to put up his hair 
against Embry’s title at a Thankgiving 
match at Reunion Arena in Dallas. 

Ten minutes into the match, 


Shaun uncorked a hard right cross 
that stunned Embry, but he was un- 
able to cover him for the pin fast 
enough. Shaun then came off the 
top rope, but Embry put his knees 
up and caught the youngster in the 
midsection. 

Then it was Embry’s turn to try a 
splash off the top ropes, but Shaun 
moved out of the way and Embry 
landed hard on the mat. Shaun 
mounted the ropes, flew onto Eric's 
shoulders with a high bodypress, 
and rolled him up for the pin. World 
Class had a new junior heavyweight 
champion. 

“That was the highest point of my 
career yet!” Shaun says. “The fact 
that it came against Embry only 
made it all the more important and 
satisfying. I'll never forget what Em- 
bry and Lancaster did to my 
brother.” 

Asked how his brother was doing, 
Shaun noted that ‘Steve's really 
looking forward to getting back in 
the ring, although it’s hard because 
his type of injury is one that requires 
a lot of rest and healing. He's still 
working out daily, just avoiding any 
contact sports that might aggravate 
the injury.” 

In the meantime, Shaun is looking 
forward to a long and healthy World 
Class junior heavyweight title reign.

“| know Embry wants the title back,” 
Shaun said, “and | think that re 
matches with him are number one 
on my list.

There’s an old wrestling adage: “It 
never gets easier in this sport, it only 
gets tougher with each day.”

have seized the opportunity to re- 
sume their 30-year feud, and their 
sons have paid a high price. 

“It’s a sad situation,” said AWA 
President Stanley Blackburn, who 
ordered the World title held up on 
Thanksgiving Day after the fathers 
interfered in yet another title 
match. “They remind me of two 
old fathers at a Little League game, 
screaming their heads off and mak- 
ing total fools of themselves, living 
vicariously through their sons’ feats. 
The saddest thing of all is that 
Larry and Verne had great careers 
on their own. It’s nice to have pride 
in your sons, but now it’s time to 
step aside for the new generation.” 

The Gagne-Hennig family feud 


exploded during the AWA’s 
Thanksgiving show at the Minne- 
apolis Auditorium. Before the 


match started, Larry and Verne 
squared off in the ring and had to 
be ordered out of the ring by refer- 
ee Scott LeDoux. Larry and Verne 
both had ringside seats, however, 
putting them too close for comfort. 

“That was unfortunate,” said 
LeDoux. “I figured I could send 
them back to the dressing room or 
maybe out of the arena altogether, 
but then they flashed those tickets 
and | thought to myself, ‘There’s no 
way they'll stay out of this one.’ I 
just don’t understand why they 
can’t let their sons wrestle. Why do 
they insist on getting involved? The 
fans don’t want to see Larry Hennig 
and Verne Gagne. They want to 
see the World champion and his 
number-one challenger. Curt and 
Greg have had some great 
matches.” 

Indeed, they wrestled another 
brilliant scientific match on Thanks- 
giving, and it looked like Greg 
would win the belt when he ap- 
plied a sleeperhold. Hennig was on 
the verge of passing out when his 
father ran out of his seat and onto 
the ring apron. Greg then made the 
critical mistake of releasing Curt so 
he could argue with Larry, giving 
the younger Hennig time to recov- 
er. But before he could attack Greg, 
Verne ran into the ring and hit him 
with a roll of dimes. Curt fell un- 
conscious as Verne ran away and 
Greg then bodypressed a groggy 
Hennig for the pin. Larry then at- 
tacked LeDoux, adding to the 
disgrace. 

“| was standing there watching 
all this, and I couldn't believe what 
was going on!” said Blackburn. 
“How could Greg and Verne possi- 
bly have thought that | was going 
to let that pin stand? This is clearly 
a case where the AWA Board must

look at the tapes and make a deci- 
sion, but I can’t see how the pin 
would be allowed. The title has 
been held up, and there will most 
definitely be a rematch.

Koloff lifted his shoul- 
ders just in time on three consec- 
utive two-counts before referee 
Earl Hebner broke the illegal hold. 
Taylor argued with Hebner, giving 
Nikita time to recover. Nikita rolled 
to the side of the ring, but was 
choked by the waiting Gilbert. As 
the crowd roared, Nikita rose to 
his feet and grabbed Gilbert's 
neck. Taylor took a run at Nikita 
but banged heads with Gilbert

While Hawk 
worked over Anderson, Blanchard 
slugged referee Tommy Young, 
sending him to the ring floor. Ref- 
eree Earl Hebner came into the 
ring just as Animal sent Blanchard 
over the top rope.
